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Gov't Recruiting Campaign 


Steps Into High Gear in 1949 


The armed forces are preparing 
to exploit several new attractions 
in a heightened 1949 recruiting of- 
fensive which they want to boost 
their manpower as far beyond 40,- 
000 as possible. 

Defence headquarters indicatea 
last week that a campaign that be- 
gan in September will swing into 
higher gear with intensified adver- 
tising and a Sunday night radio 


program which will hammer, 
among other things, at better pay, 
better food, better army uniforms, 


and a multi-million dollar housing 
program that is expected to have 
the majority of married servicemen 


linked with their families by 
spring. 
Defence Minister Claxton said 


recently that the three regular ser- 
vices had a total strength of 38,- 
285 at the end of November, a net 
increase of better than 5,000 for the 
year. The last three months of 1948 
were the best recruiting months 
since the war, but the strength still 
wasn't satisfactory. 

Ceilings had been lifted, the 
minister said, and “we will take all 
we can get who meet our qualifi- 
cations.” 

The recent pay increase means 
that a single Army private—ranks 
and pay of the three services have 
been equated—now get $122 a 
month compared to $72 in 1939, A 
private with wife and one child 
gets $152 compared to $93. 

A sergeant gets $161 instead of 
$96 if single, $191 instead of $117 
if married with one child.

BOON TO PULP INDUSTRY 
IF JACKPINE TEST WORKS 

Although nearly 14 per cent of 
Canada’s accessible standing tim- 
ber is Jack and Lodgepole pine, it 
is not being put to full use by the 
forest industry. This is mainly be- 
cause the manufacture of paper is 
not entirely satisfactory. The dif 
ficulty is its high resin content, 
which soon gums up the machin 
ery and prevents it 
Experiments to find a way of over 
coming this snag are being stepped 
up in forest laboratories. 
they prove successful, it would be 
a great boon to the pulp and paper 
industry. One such experiment is 
underway at the laboratory of the 
Manitoba Paper Company at Pine 
Falls, Manitoba. Officials say that 
if chemists could find the right pro 
cess, output of the plant could be 
nearly doubled. Jackpine is the 
commonest evergreen tree in Man 
itoba, and there are thousands of 
acres of it in the Manitoba Paper 
Company’s timber limits in the east 
and north-east sections. 
JACKPINE USES 

At the moment, Jackpine is the 
mainstay of the pit-prop industry. 
It provides lumber, as well, and in 
spite of manufacturing difficulties, 
considerable pulp and paper. In 
1947, 5.1 percent of all pulpwood 
turned into paper came from Jack- 
pine, more than double the

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Russian Expansion May Be Nearing End; 


Inner Weakness May Halt Soviet March 


Czar Ivan III the Great 
(1462-1505)

WASHINGTON. — Has the tide 
turned at last in Russia’s drive for 
world power in the wake of World 
War II? 

That question stands emblazened 
as a prime consideration before the 
nation’s capital in this “cold, gray 
dawn” following the great national 
election jamboree climaxed by Presi- 
dent Truman’s garrison finish and 
victory. 

Dean Acheson, the astute former 
U.S. undersecretary of state, brought 
it to the fore recently when he stat- 
ed flatly in a public speech that the 
Soviet finally has been blunted in all 
its thrusts for more power, and that 
from now on the story will be differ- 
ent. 

It was one of those rare public 
statements which captures the imagi- 
nations of the most careful followers 
of national and international affairs. 
Feelings are strong, pro and con. 

The members of the “things-will- 
get-worse-before-get-better” school of 
thought frankly pooh-pooh it. 

They argue that the financial load 
of heavy armaments will increase 
steadily upon the taxpayer, and that 
he will have to steady himself for 
long “cold war’. These gloomy 
forecasters contend that the surge of 
Russian power will reach a climax 
when the riddle of the atom bomb 
finally is unraveled in Moscow. 

On the other hand those who 
string along with Acheson say that 
there are unmistakeable signs that 
the Russian offensive finally is being 
“contained” by the United States, 
Great Britain, and their anti-Com- 
munist allies. 


They point out that Stalin and his 
cohorts tried hard to gain strategic 
control of some of the prize squares 
on the world’s checkerboard — Iran, 
Greece, Turkey, Trieste, Italy and 
France. To date they have fallen 
short of their goals. 

That Berlin continues to serve as 
a primer which might set off the 
world’s powder keg and Russia is set 
to capitalize to the fullest on Na- 
tionalist reverses in China, they ack- 
nowledge. However, the Commun- 
ists, they say, have done about all 
the broken field running that they 
can do without serious opposition. 

The result of this conflict of in- 
terpretations as to the prime factor 
in the world scene—the basic rivalry 
between the two titans, the United 
States and the USSR—is a marshal- 
ling of facts in many quarters here 
as the experts try to establish a pat- 
tern of Russian expansionism, past 
and present, 

The consensus seems to be that 
Russian expansion definitely has 
slowed own, if not halted altogether 
for the time being. Is it truly a 
high tide which now will begin to 
recede; or is it just a pausing to 
gather strength for a new push, a 
lull before the storm? 

Russia has a long history, some 
students of the situation point out, 
which has been marked by eras of 
ebb and flow, but always with the 
glacial movement being toward an 
ever-expanding world influence. 

An older country than most people 
seem inclined to realize, Russia had 
a long period of arrested develop- 
ment in the late middle ages after 
the Oriental Tartars invaded the 
vast region and sealed it off from 
the West. 

The rise of Muscovy, with its capi- 
tal at Moscow, marked the opening 
of the modern era under Czars Ivan 
Ill the Great and Ivan IV the Ter- 
rible, at just about the time that 
the explorers were lifting the cur- 
tain on the New World which ulti- 
mately was to furnish, at its full 
flowering, the ascendant United 
States of America, 

Intrepid Czar Peter I the Great 
and vigorous Czarina Catherine II 
the Great stirred Russian national- 
ism at about the time the French and 
Indian war was being fought over 
here. Catherine directed the division 
of Poland and wrested the Crimea 
from Turkey at about the time of our 
Revolution, 

Future historians may note a 
striking parallel in the burgeonings 
of the United States and Russia from 
then on, leading right up to the pres- 
ent intense rivalry between the two 
most formidable world powers, 

A perfect example of history re-

In 1807, Czar Alexander I conclud- 
ed the famous Treaty of Tilsit with 
Napoleon, just as Joe Stalin did busi- 
ness with Hitler prior to World War

Russia got Finland and Sweden, 
took a chunk of Poland, and used its 
power to advantage in defeating 
Turkey and participating in the 
Greek war for independence. 

The theatres of Russian expansion 
then were about what they are to- 
day. Russia finally fell out with Na- 
poleon, and joined the West in de- 
feating him, swallowing him up just 
as it did Hitler in a later parallel 
set of circumstances,

Russia really was on the move, ex- 
panding into Asia as well as in Eu- 
rope, Manchuria was absorbed as an 
aftermath of the Chinese-Japan war 
of 1894, a conflict which had its long- 
delayed repercussions in the later 
conflict which culminated in Japan’s 
attack on Pearl Harbor. 

Then a strange thing began to 
happen in Russia which optimists 
regarding the current United States 
position opposite Russia say is start- 
ing to occur again, Russian strength 
began to crumble within. Corrupt 
Czarist government took its toll. 

Whenever Russia has deserted the 
secluded position insured by its vast 
reaches of space, they point ovt. the 
Russian people have become aware 
of the good things that exist in other 
parts of the world and dissatisfied 
with inefficiency and corruption at 
home. 

Just as Russian soldiers avidly 
swapped for Yankee watches and 
marvelled at the obvious social pro- 
gress of their allies when they made 
contact with them during the col- 
lapse of Hitler, the Russians under 
Nicholas II became restless when 
they glimpsed western civilization. 

This led to a relowering of the tra- 
ditional Russian “iron curtain”, and 
the enforcement of repressive meas- 
ures which contributed to the Bol- 
shevist revolution in 1917. 


Continuing their comparison of the 
past with the present, those who be- 
lieve that Russian expansion has 
reached another high tide, are call- 
ing attention to the Communist fears 
of their people getting to know what 
goes on in “the outside world’. 

Consequently, the secretive atti- 
tude of Stalin, Molotov, Vishinsky, 
et al, they contend, is the best indi- 
cation that the present rulers of Rus- 
sia are aware that they have pressed 
forward about as far as they can ex- 
pect to do, at least in this inning. 

Even so, the recent Russian gains 
are spectacular. In 1939-41, Russia 
had half of Poland, all of Estonia, 
Latvia, Lithuania and a stranglehold 
on Finland. In 1941-45, this grip was 
extended to include a part of Ger- 
many and a part of Austria. 

Since 1945, the orbit has been ex- 
tended to include more of Germany, 
all of Poland, as well as Czechoslo- 
vakia, Hungary, Romania, Bulgaria, 
Albania and Yugoslavia, plus such 
political infiltrations as could be 
made in Italy, France and other na- 
tions. 

In the Far East, the Russians 
glower at Korea and gloat over the 
successes of the Communist forces 
in China. Thus the world again 
seems to be at a tense moment when 
Russian power either will take a new 
hitch forward, or will slowly recede 
owing to a combination of a stiffen- 


shriveling.

HEALTH 
Danger — Benzol ! 


One of the most toxic substances 
used in industry is benzol, also 
known as benzene, It is usually made 
from coal-tar and should be distin- 
guished from benzine, a petroleum 
product which is much less toxic. In 
industry, benzol is frequently used in 
a mixture of several solvents includ- 
ing xylene, toluene and carbon di- 
sulphide. All of these liquids are 
poisonous and great care should be 
taken to avoid inhaling their vapors, 
Because benzol evaporates rapidly, 
dangerous quantities of the vapor 
will be present in the air unless evap- 
oration of the liquid benzene is pre- 
vented. 

The following workers may be ex- 
posed to benzol vapors: 

Benzol still workers, blenders 

(motor fuel), brake-lining mak- 


ers, chemical and dye workers, 
coal tar workers, coke oven 
workers, degreasers, dry battery 
makers, dry cleaners, electro- 
platers, engravers, explosive 


workers, furniture finishers, gas 
workers, lacquer workers, leath- 


er workers, linoleum makers, 
lithographers, painters and paint 
makers, photographic workers, 


rubber workers and shoe work- 
ers, 
Accidents due to spilling or failure 


of ventilation equipment may cause 
acute poisoning of workers due to 
benzol vapor being released in 


amounts greatly in excess of allow- 
able concentrations. Acute poison- 
ing may also occur when a person 
enters an enclosed space containing 
benzol fumes. 


The toxic action of the fumes may 


| be very rapid, causing the worker 
to become dizzy and weak, Unless 
he is removed promptly, the result 


is vsually fatal.

New Class 
For Canadian 
Swine Shows 


At the swine show held at 
Brandon, Manitoba, last Octo 
ber, the Manitoba Winter Fair| 


Board pioneered a very interest 

ing and useful clas new to} 
Canadian show rings. This was 
known as the ‘“Breeder-Feeder 
Class" and called for a pen of 
three pigs all from the same lit 

ter, a boar, a gilt and a bacon 


hog. The class drew twelve en 
tries and created intense inter- 
est among breeders and spec- 
tators. | 
The score card with complete 
scores for the twelve entries in the 


Brandon class are given herewith, It 
will be noted that the possible score 
is 300 points of which 200 are ad- 
judged on a live basis, the other 100 | 
for the carcass scoring of the bacon 
hog. As the boar and gilt in each| 
case were purebreds (and were en-| 
tered in the sale following the show), | 
Breed-type and Conformation were} 
stressed rather heavily. Uniformity | 
of the pen also received heavy | 
weighting. Quality was secondary} 
to Breed-type and Conformation| 
while Condition received the fewest 
total points, The bacon hog carcass 
was scored strictly according to the/ 
standards and values established un- 
der Advanced Registry. 

A review of the scores is interest-| 


ing, as they indicate what such a) 
class may uncover, It will be noted} 


that pens No. and 5 were awarded 
first and second place, respectively. | 
These pens rated highest in all the] 
main scoring divisions except carcass 
score but their general excellence | 
kept them at the top despite better 
carcasses from the pens placed third | 
and fourth.

Canadian Expert Urges Chess 
In Schools As Aid To Memory 


WINNIPEG Chess Master 


Yanofsky feels there is something 
Canadians can learn from the Rus- 
sians—how to play chess 

The 23-year-old Winnipeg chess 
wizard said in an interview that Rus- 
sia has 10,000 chess masters, 10 or 
12 grand masters and more than 
1,000,000 chess players. Canada has 
possibly 10,000 players — proportion- 
ally only one-sixth as mar players 
as Russia 

“Russians take chess more serious 
ly,”’ said Yanofsky. ‘They can afford 
to, In Russia a chess player can be 
independent financially, Mikhail Bot- 
vinnik, world champion and Russia's 
leading engineer, receives his normal 
salary while competing tourna- 
ments 

Yanofsky won ernational ac- 
claim in 1946 when he defeated Bot- 
vinnik in 53 moves At 40 moves,

BIT is a very powerful thing. 
And one of the most powerful 
decorating habits in existence today 
is that of decorating adjoining rooms

in exactly the same wallpaper. This 
is particularly true of living and din- 
ing rooms which are separated only 
by an arch, There is, of course, no 
safer way of doing it. But at the 
same time, there’s probably no duller 
way, either, 


So common has this practice be- 
come, that many people apparently 
think there is no other way of 
achieving a logical, planned effect in 
two rooms which open into each 
other, 

The other day, for example, we re- 
ceived the following letter from a 
reader: 

“My living and dining rooms are 
really all one room, cut in half by 
an archway, Together, the two rooms 
measure 30’ x 22’, My problem for 
years has been this: the living room, 
with a large window across the south 
end of the house, is bright and cheer- 
ful, while the dining room, which 
has a much smaller window on a 
northern exposure, is inclined to be 
dark. The furniture covering in the 
living room is predominately maroon, 
The chesterfield and one arm chair 
are upholstered in a plain fabric of 
this colour and we have a wing chair 
slipcovered in chintz with a grey- 
blue background and maroon pattern. 
An ottoman and the cushion of a 
desk chair are also covered in this 
material. We have scatter rugs in 
which the predominating colours are 
maroon and blue. 


I have been trying to think of a 
good colour wallpaper for the two 
rooms, In the living room I would 
like something predominantly grey- 
blue as I like this colour with ma- 
roon, But I don’t think this would 
do for the dining room—which needs 
something warmer. Can you sug- 
gest something else? 


I don’t think our reader will ever 
find one wallpaper that will be per- 
fect for both these rooms—and un- 
der the circumstances I see no rea- 
son why she should try. If her rooms 
were small and cramped and her 
chief thought to give an illusion of 
space, there might be some reason 
for doing both sections with one 
paper. But with rooms as large as 
hers, there’s no reason for it at all. 


The best effect in this instance 
can be achieved by choosing two 
wallpapers which contrast pleasant- 
ly but which also bear a distinct re- 
lationship to one another. As she 
suggests, grey-blue would be charm- 
ing in her living room. She might 
select a paper with a background in 
this colour and pattern of darker 
blue and touches of warm rose or 
yellow. 

Her dull dining room would be 
brightened with the warmth and light 
it needs by using a wallpaper with 
a rose or dreamy yellow background, 
possibly in a design with minor tones 
of contrasting colours,

NEWFOUNDLAND PULP & PAPER 
EMPLOYS 10,000 MEN 


Pulp and paper is Newfound- 
land’s most important forest indus- 
try. Most of the available timber 
resources of the island (some 11,- 
000 square miles out of an estim- 
ated total of 15,000) are held by 
two companies which operate large 
mills—one at Cornor Brook, on the 
west coast, and one at Grand Falls, 
about 22 miles from the port of 
Botwood on the east coast. The re- 
mainder of the forest area is large- 
ly taken up by small operators of 
more than 800 saw mills, chiefly 
for local use, and by the govern- 
ment-held three-mile coastal strip 
reserved for the inhabitants. 

The exports of pulp and paper 
accounted, in the decade before the 
war, for about one-half of New- 
foundland’s total export income, 
with the U.K. as the main market. 
During the war, the market in the 
U.S. was expanded, and new mar- 
kets opened in Latin America and 
Australia. The competitive position 
of this industry in Newfoundland 
}is good: it is situated close to 
water transportation and has an 
ample supply of timber. Even dur- 
ing the depression, the pulp and 
paper industry was able to main- 
tain its production, and has since 
increased its output substantially.

*|lenge to the dairy industry to continue to produce a 
product so high in quality that it will outsell a substi- 
tute no mafter what it costs. 

As long as wages are high and employment is kept 
steady we do not believe many people will abandon 
the use of butter for a substitute that has yet to find 
favor in Canada. Especially will this be true when the 
price of butter may only exceed its rival by about 12 
cents per pound. 

Canada's population is increasing and the demand 
for dairy products has increased to such an extent that 
our dairy farmers could not supply the demand. To al- 
leviate the situation butter had to be imported from 
New Zealand. With the addition of a butter substitute 
further imports may not be necessary. In other words, 
the manufacture of oleomargarine may eliminate im- 
ports of butter but it should not greatly effect butter 
—___| production in Canada since the demand for it is still
